Notes on the Neotropical Aradidae, XX 
(Hem. Heteroptera)

By the kind offices of Dr. Charles L. Hogue, Senior Curator of 
Entomology, Los Angeles County Museum of Natural History, Los 
Angeles, California, and Sr. Ramón Varela, Encargado de Entomolo- 
gía, Sociedad de Ciencias Naturales La Salle, Caracas, Venezuela, 1 
have had a privilege to study a few specimens of Aradidae belonging 
to the genus Notapictinus Usinger and Matsuda, 1959, from Brasil 
and Venezuela, for what I am expressing them my sincere thanks. 
These specimens belong to two new species, which are described else- 
where in this paper. 

The genus Notapictinus Usinger and Matsuda, of small flatbugs, 
is distributed in the Neotropical Region, with exception of one species, 
which was recorded from U. S. A. Besides macropterous species it 
contains also some micropterous. Having a very vast area of distri- 
bution in the Neotropical Region, from Panama to Uruguay and Ar- 
gentina, it was not recorded from Mexico. 


MEZIRINAE Oshanin. 
Notapictinus Usinger and Matsuda, 1959.

1. Notapictinus hoguei nov. sp.

Holotype â, Ilha Pinheira, Bahia Guanabara, Rio Janeiro, Brasil (Los 
Angeles County Museum of Natural History, Los Angeles, California). 


4. Elongate ovate, widening backward until segment V, then nar- 
rowing. Head, pronotum and hypopygium granulate. 
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Head almost as long as its width across eyes [16: 16.5]. Anterior 
process long and narrow, with parallel sides, deeply cleft anteriorly, 
jugae being much longer than clypeus; reaching */, of antennal segm- 
ent I. Antenniferous tubercles dentiform, acute, subparallel. Eyes 
large and protruding. Postocular tubercles minute, dentiform, slightly 
produced beyond outer border of eyes. Vertex with 2 [1 + 1] 
rows of very fine granules. Antennae moderately strong, twice as 
long as head. Relative length of antennal segments, I to IV, are: 
8.5:5:11:7.5. Labium reaching hind border of labial groove, which 
is closed posteriorly.

Pronotum much shorter than its maximum width [19:34]; collar 
granulate, slightly sinuate anteriorly. Antero-lateral angles slightly 
expanded, rounded and a little produced beyond collar. Lateral notch 
shallow. Lateral borders of hind lobe finely serrate, subparallel, con- 
verging anteriorly. Hind border slightly convex in middle, sinuate 
sublaterally. Hind disc granulate. Fore lobe narrower than hind 
lobe [28: 34]. 

Scutellum much shorter than its basal width [11:18]. Lateral 
borders carinate, slightly sinuate subapically; tip acute. Disc with a 
stout median ridge, transversely rugose laterally, 
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Hemelytra reaching */, of tergum VII; apical angle of corium 
acute, apical border sinuate. 

Abdomen ovate, longer than its maximum width across segment V 
[57.5: 43]. Postero-exterior angles of connexiva II and III not prot- 
ruding; IV to VI progressively protruding, blunt; VII forming small, 
subangular lobes with rounded tips. Connexiva II and 111 fused 
together. Spiracles II to V ventral, placed far from border; VI sub- 
lateral and slightly visible from above; VII and VIII lateral and visible 
from above. Paratergites small, fusiform, reaching middle of hypopy- 
gium; the latter subpyriform, shorter than its maximum width 
[10:13], raised medially. 

Color: ferrugineous; eyes, membrane and hypopygium, dark fer- 
rugineous; hind borders of connexiva III to VI yellowish. 

Total length 4.16 mm.; width of pronotum 1.36 mm.; width of 
abdomen 1.72 mm. 

Holotype: ¢, Brasil, Rio de Janeiro, Bahia Guanabara, Ilha Pin- 
heira, 2-XII-1970, C. L. Hogue coll. Deposited at the Los Angeles 
County Museum of Natural History, Los Angeles, California.

Notapictinus hoguei nov. sp. runs in my key for the Notapictinus 
species (1967: 1) to N. angulatus Kormilev, 1964, from Peru, but is 
smaller, postocular tubercles acute and slightly produced beyond outer 
borders of eyes, and antero-lateral angles of pronotum are evenly 
rounded, not forming elongate lobes; PE-angles of connexiva IV to 
VII blunt, not acute. 


2. Notapictinus varelai nov. sp.

Holotype 9, El Dorado, Sta. Elena, km. 125, Bolivar, 1.100 m., Carret, 
Venezuela (Sociedad de Ciencias Naturales La Salle, Caracas). 


2. Elongate, with subparallel sides; finely granulate. 

Head shorter than its width across eyes [ $ -15:17.5, 6-13: 17]. 
Anterior process incised anteriorly, reaching middle of antennal seg- 
ment I. Antenniferous tubercles dentiform, acute with parallel outer 
borders; postocular small, blunt, reaching, or not reaching, outer border 
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of eyes. Vertex granulate. Antennae moderately stout; relative length 
of antennal segments, I to IV, are: 2-7.5:6:8:7.5, 8-7.5: 5.5: 7.5: 7. 
Labium reaching hind border of labial groove, which is closed pos- 
teriorly. 

Pronotum about half as long as its maximum width [ 2-20: 36, 
$-17:35]. Fore lobe narrower than hind lobe | $ - 26: 36, & - 25: 
35]. Collar finely granulate. Antero-lateral angles rounded, neither 
produced forward, nor sideways; lateral borders distinctly sinuate, 
parallel at humeri; hind border almost straight. Fore disc with 
2 [1+ 1] high, round tubercles, and laterad of them with 2 [1 +1] 
low and narrow ridges. 

Scutellum shorter than its basal width [2-15:23, ¢- 14:22]. 
Lateral borders weakly sinuate subapically, tip rounded; disc with 
median ridge, rugose laterally. 

Hemelytra almost reaching | $ ], or reaching ] ¢] hind border of 
tergum VII; apical angle of corium acute, apical border sinuate. 

Abdomen elongate ovate, longer than its maximum width across 
segment V [2-66:44, 83 - 57:38| ; lateral borders slightly convex; 
postero-exterior angles of connexiva II to V not protruding, VI 
slightly protruding in both sexes, VII forming a blunt angle [ $ |, or 
right angle [ 3 ] with rounded tip. Spiracles II, VII and VIII lateral 
and visible from above; III to VI ventral, progressively nearing to 
border. Connexiva II and III fused together. Paratergites [ $ | 
triangular, reaching Y of segment IX, the latter tricuspidate; parater- 
gites [3 ] clavate, reaching Y of a pyriform hypopygium, the latter 
shorter than wide [7:10], with a triangular median ridge, reaching 
tip of disc. 

Color: dark brown; antennae, legs, fore half of connexiva III to 
VII, paratergites, and ventral side of the body partially, are yellow 
brown. 

Total length: 9 - 4.72, ¢-4.08 mm.; width of pronotum: ¢ - 1.44, 
4-1.40 mm.; width of abdomen: $ - 1.76, $- 1.52 mm. 

Holotype: female, Venezuela, Carret, El Dorado, Sta. Elena, 
km. 125, Bolivar, 1.100 m., 25-IX-1967, L. J. Joly Tinoco coll. 
Deposited at the Sociedad de Ciencias Naturales La Salle, Caracas, 
Venezuela. 

Allotype: male, collected with the holotype; same collection. 

Paratype: 1 2, collected with holotype, collection of the author.

Notapictinus varelai n. sp. is closely related to N. beckeri (Kor- 
milev, 1959) from SE. Brasil, to which it runs in my key for Notapic- 
tinus species (1967: 7), but has relatively shorter head and antennal 
segment III; fore lobe of pronotum with 2 [1 +1] high tubercles, 
and laterad of them 2 [1 + 1] low ridges, and by fore half of con- 
nexiva III to VII yellow brown. 


RESUMEN. 


El autor describe dos especies nuevas de Aradidae (Hem. Heteroptera) del 
género neotrópico Notapictinus Usinger y Matsuda, 1959: N. hoguei nov, sp. de 
Brasil y N. varelat nov. sp. de Venezuela. 

N. hoguei nov. sp. es una especie próxima a N. angulatus Kormilev, 1964; 
se distingue de ésta por presentar los tubérculos postoculares agudos y prolon- 
gados hacia el exterior de los ojos, el ángulo antero-lateral del pronoto redon- 
deado y por su tamaño, más pequeño. 

N. varelai nov, sp. se distingue de N. beckeri (Kormilev, 1959) por presentar 
la cabeza y el tercer artejo antenal más cortos, el lóbulo anterior del pronoto con 
dos fuertes tubérculos en su parte media, flanqueados por dos quillas bajas y por 
el conexivo bicolor. 
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
